As part of Kentucky’s 
overall strategy to transform 
the workforce development 
system, the Kentucky Work¬ 
force Development Board and 
its strategic partners created a 
certification process in order 
for counties to validate the 
skill level of their workforce. 
Participating in this effort of¬ 
fers counties the opportunity 
to transform the local econ¬ 
omy and gain a competitive 
advantage in attracting new 
businesses and jobs. 

In order to qualify, com¬ 
munities must meet certain 
thresholds in criteria such as 
graduation rates, National 
Career Readiness Certificate 
holders, and educational at¬ 
tainment rates.

December 21, 1977 
“A Birthday for the Traipsin’ 
Woman and Plans to Move 
the Wee House” Continued 
By Helen Price Stacy 

On one trip she met Jilson 
Setters, and in her book, “Bal¬ 
lad Makin’ in the Mountains of 
Kentucky,” she said the Setters 
- The Singing Fiddler of Lost 
Hope Hollow - could neither 
read nor write for all his 70 
odd years. “Yet lacking ‘book- 
learning’ this aged mountain 
minstrel has composed and 
suited to tune more than fifty 
ballads, some of which critics 
declare will live as classics.” 

Other balladeers contrib¬ 
uted to the folk-music col¬ 
lection of Miss Thomas, such 
as Laban Harliss, who could 
write little than his own name 
“though he ‘fit’ in two wars,” 
and Aunt Meckie, Lark, Aunt 
Nancy and many others. 

Jean Thomas told of one 
visit to a remote section where 
the church elder “lined” the 
lasy (sic) hymn and gave some 
history, (lining a hymn is a 
style in which one chants out a 
line of the song which then is 
sung by the congregation, then 


another line and so on till the 
song is finished.) 

The Elder said there 
“come a preacher here on the 
first Sunday of May, twelve 
month past, and narrated this 
tale. 

There a man lived on the 
edge of Morgan or Breathitt, I 
can’t rightly recollect which, 
but no how he turned a deaf 
ear to the call of the Lord upon 
him to preach. This man did 
not want to preach and passed 
out in a faint. When he came 
to he was singing a song that 
some call, ‘Oh, Death.’ You 
have fixed my feet till I can’t 
walk; You have fixed my 
tongue till I can’t talk. Lord, 
spare me over till another 
year; spare me over to another 
year.” 

Miss Thomas recorded the 
song in her notebook and said 
she heard it again later while 
in Wolfe County. 

In her book, she told 
about the time she came upon 
a brother and sister, one with 
a guitar and the other a banjo. 
Hoping to find another ballad, 
she asked the children if they 
knew any.

A diagnostic cardiac 
catheterization is a non-sur- 
gical procedure in which a 
thin plastic tube is introduced 
through an artery in the arm 
or leg. The tube is then ad¬ 
vanced into the coronary ar¬ 
teries or heart for diagnostic 



and/or therapeutic purposes. 
The peripheral studies are an 
examination of the arteries 
or veins of the body to check 
for blockages or other abnor¬ 
malities. This examination 
is frequently done on the ar¬ 
teries and veins of the head, 
neck, arms, abdomen, and 
legs. If blockages are found 
they may be treated similarly 
to the heart by balloon angio¬ 
plasty and stent placement. 

The Harrison Heart cath¬ 
eterization lab is located on 
the first floor where the for¬ 
mer emergency department 
was located. The newly ren¬ 
ovated area has a pre-op and 
post-op area and one room 
designated for the procedure. 
A waiting area and private 
conference area are also in 
the area. Patients will regis¬ 
ter at the HMH Front Lobby 
Registration desk for the pro¬ 
cedures.

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Pendleton Co. receives $500,000 
for new ambulance building 


Governor Steve Beshear 
today announced a $500,000 
Community Development 
Block Grant (CDBG) to 
construct a new building to 
house ambulances in Pendle¬ 
ton County. The new facil¬ 
ity will replace the county’s 
current ambulance building, 
which is inefficient and ex¬ 
periences frequent flooding 
from the nearby Licking 
River. 

“Response time for 
emergency medical service 
workers can mean the differ¬ 
ence between life and death 
for the citizens they serve,” 
said Gov. Beshear. “This new 
ambulance building in Pend¬ 
leton County will provide 
workers with the quality fa¬ 
cility they need to safely and 
quickly respond to calls, and 
effectively serve the commu¬ 
nity.” 

Pendleton County’s cur¬ 
rent ambulance building is 
located in downtown Fal¬ 
mouth, on a landlocked par¬ 
cel of property in the 100- 
year flood plain. When the 
building floods, the three am¬ 
bulances housed there must 
move to temporary facilities, 
and workers are forced to 
leave behind certain equip¬ 
ment due to size, weight, and 
transport logistics. The Lick¬ 
ing River bisects the county, 
so when flooding occurs, the 
ambulances must separate 
so that both the northern and 
southern areas of the county 
are served. This potentially 
leaves one half of the county 
exposed to inadequate ser¬ 
vices. 

The new ambulance fa¬ 
cility will be located out of 
the 500-year floodplain, west 
of Falmouth on KY 330. Its 
design incorporates highly 
efficient lighting, insulation 
and a computer monitored 
heating and cooling system, 
all of which will save mon¬ 
ey on energy use. The new 
building will be more than 


twice the size of the current 
facility, allowing for an addi¬ 
tional ambulance bay, ample 
storage for equipment, and a 
hazardous materials decon¬ 
tamination room. It will also 
have accommodations for 
staff and a space to conduct 
meetings as well as Ken¬ 
tucky Board of Emergency 
Medical Services (EMS) 
mandated trainings. 

“This new ambulance 
building is a great asset for 
our community,” said Rep. 
Tom McKee. “Nothing is 
more important than pro¬ 
viding reliable emergency 
services to the people of my 
district. My constituents in 
Pendleton County can rest 
assured that this project will 
keep our ambulance service 
safe from flooding, and pro¬ 
vide the dependable care we 
all expect. I want to thank 
the Governor, Judge Execu¬ 
tive Henry Bertram, and the 
Pendleton Fiscal Court for 
all the hard work that went 
into making this a top prior¬ 
ity public safety project.” 

“The addition of a new 
ambulance building will be 
a major improvement to the 
healthcare system in the city 
of Falmouth and all of Pend¬ 
leton County,” said Pend¬ 
leton County Judge Henry 
Bertram. “Thank you to 
Governor Beshear and the 
many local officials who 
have made this project pos¬ 
sible for our community.” 

The $500,000 CDBG 
grant to construct the new 
ambulance building is ad¬ 
ministered by the Depart¬ 
ment for Local Government 
and funded through the U.S. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD). 
Kentucky’s Congressional 
leaders’ continued support of 
the CDBG program ensures 
the availability of continued 
funding in Kentucky and na¬ 
tionally.

RETURNING CLOUDINESS 



Today’s cataract surgery 
makes use of an ultrasound 
probe to break up and remove 
the cloudy eye lens. Left behind 
is the lens capsule, which once 
held the natural lens in place 
and is later used to hold the 
replacement artificial lens. 
More than 90 percent of patients 
experience improved vision 
immediately after cataract 
surgery. For some, however, 
the blurriness returns months or 
years afterward due to posterior 
capsule opacity, also known as 
“after-cataract.” It is caused by 
tiny clumps of cells and thin 
scar tissue on the inner back 
surface (or posterior wall) of the 
capsule. To remedy the problem, 
the ophthalmologist uses a Nd: 
YAG laser to create a small 
hole in the posterior wall of the 
capsule which will help reduce 
the cloudiness and bring back 
visual clearity.

The purchaser shall be required to execute a bond, with good and sufficient surety, bearing interest at the rate of 12% per annum from the date which is thirty 
(30) days following the date of sale, until paid, and payable to the Master Commissioner. 

The purchaser shall have the privilege of paying all or any part of the purchase price or paying said bond before maturity by paying the balance of the 
principal together with all accmed interest thereon. If the total purchase price is not paid in cash, the required deposit shall be applied to any expenses 
incurred by a default of the purchaser. Provided, however, in the event a party of this action is the successful bidder at the sale of the property by the Master 
Commissioner, then the said party, upon payment of the court costs and sale expenses and any liens or judgments that have been given priority herein over 
the lien and judgment of said successful bidder/party, shall have its bid credited against its judgment herein. 

If the purchaser(s) fails to comply with the terms of the sale then, in such event, the Master Commissioner shall immediately resell the property upon 
the same terms and conditions as set forth herein, excepting only any necessary changes in the time and date of sale. Possession of the property herein 
sold shall be given to the purchaser after payment in full of the purchase price and confirmation of the sale by the Bracken Circuit Court. Pursuant to the 
Judgment herein, the purchaser shall be required to assume and pay all ad valorem property taxes assessed against the property for 2014 and all subsequent 
years thereafter. The title interest of the parties to the lawsuit will be conveyed without warranty by the Master Commissioner to the purchaser and the 
purchaser shall receive a deed to property upon payment of the purchase price in full (and costs of sale, if applicable) and after confirmation of the sale by 
Bracken Circuit Court, subject to any equity of redemption if the property does not sell for two-thirds of its appraised value.

The holiday season may 
have just come to a close, but 
Kentucky Farm Bureau (KFB) 
has one more gift to give to a 
select number of high school 
seniors across the state - col¬ 
lege scholarships.

While legislative sessions 
in odd-numbered years are rel¬ 
atively new in Kentucky - the 
first was held in 2001 - the 
General Assembly has long 
met during the first full week 
of January in these years to 
elect House and Senate leaders 
and update committee assign¬ 
ments. 

Beyond completing this 
organizational work, the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly heard from Gov. 
Steve Beshear Wednesday eve¬ 
ning as he gave the final State 
of the Commonwealth address 
of his administration. 

He used his remarks to 
note the challenges and oppor¬ 
tunities facing Kentucky since 
he first took office in late 2007. 
Over the last seven years, for 
example, the state’s budget has 
been cut 15 times for a com¬ 
bined total of $1.6 billion. 

The economic trend be¬ 
hind that, however, appears 
to be reversing. He said that 
since the General Assembly 
revamped the state’s business 
incentives in 2009, these new 
programs have helped about 
700 businesses locate here 
or expand, with investment 
nearly reaching $10 billion. If 
these projects meet their goals, 
they will save or create about 
57,000 jobs. 

In education, he said that 
the college- and career-readi¬ 
ness rate of our graduating 
high school students has grown 
from 38 percent in 2011 to 
more than 60 percent now, and 
our graduation rate is the 12th 
best nationwide and better than 
five of our seven surrounding 
states. 

In focusing on legislation 
being considered this year, he 
said it is imperative that the 
General Assembly pass a new 
law combating the state’s her¬ 
oin epidemic. He cited stats 
showing that, in 2011, five per¬ 
cent of people who died from 
overdoses had heroin in their 
system, but in 2013, it was 32 
percent. 

Between 2010 and 2014, 
meanwhile, the Kentucky State 
Police crime lab saw its work¬ 
load in analyzing heroin cases 
go up by a factor of four. 

Both the House and Sen¬ 
ate are looking for ways to re¬ 
duce these figures by increas¬ 
ing treatment while cracking 
down on higher-level dealers, 


and both chambers are com¬ 
mitted to passing a law by the 
time we finish our work in 
March. 

Another area Gov. Bes¬ 
hear advocated for was in¬ 
creasing civil protections for 
victims of dating violence, an 
area where Kentucky unfor¬ 
tunately trails the rest of the 
nation. He pointed to a study 
showing one in four women 
over 65 in this country say 
they have been physically hurt 
by a partner, and more than 
14 percent of Kentucky’s high 
school students say they have 
been a victim in this type of 
case, one of the highest rates 
among the states. 

Young adults have a diffi¬ 
cult time obtaining a domestic 
violence order, though, be¬ 
cause they often do not meet 
its criteria, which call for 
them to have been married to 
or lived with the abuser or to 
have a child in common. My 
hope is that we can pass a law 
to better protect these victims, 
and like heroin, there appears 
to be a growing consensus to 
make a positive change. 

These are just a few of 
the issues that will be debated 
during the legislative session’s 
remaining 26 working days, 
which will begin in early Feb¬ 
ruary. I will cover more in the 
weeks ahead. 

As that process gets un¬ 
derway, I encourage you to 
follow the flow of bills and 
resolutions and to let me know 
your thoughts or concerns. 
Your input is crucial to this 
process.

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General Assembly wraps up a 
busy first week of 2015 session 


Though regular sessions 
of the Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly are yearly events, in 
many ways each one signals a 
fresh start. 

That was clear this week 
as the 2015 legislative ses¬ 
sion convened with numerous 
new faces in both the House 
and Senate. The larger-than- 
usual freshmen class includes 
six new senators (two of 
whom previously served in 
the House) and 11 new House 
members (one of whom pre¬ 
viously served in that cham¬ 
ber.) 

The beginning of the ses¬ 
sion also started anew the jour¬ 
ney scores of bills will follow 
toward become state law. The 
starting line is the same for all 
bills: introduction in a legis¬ 
lative chamber. That starting 
line was a crowded place this 
week with more than 250 bills 
filed in the Senate and House 
combined. 

Political observers often 
pay particularly close atten¬ 
tion to the first few bills filed 
in the House and Senate - a 
good sign of measures are top 
priorities of chamber lead¬ 
ers. In the House, a proposed 
constitutional amendment 
that would allow local-option 
sales taxes was filed as House 
Bill 1. The measure would let 
voters to decide on a consti¬ 
tutional amendment to help 
permit communities to imple¬ 
ment a temporary sales tax of 
a penny or less to raise money 
for a specific project. 

At the other end of the 
Capitol, Senate Bill 1 got off 
to a fast start by earning ap¬ 
proval of the Senate just days 
after its introduction. The mea¬ 
sure would make Kentucky 
a right-to work state, mean¬ 
ing that people could work 
at unionized shops without 
paying dues to an organized 
labor group. Supporters argue 
that right-to-work states have 
a strong edge in job creation 
while opponents question the 
quality of life in right-to-work 
states. SB 1 now goes to the 
House for consideration. 

Although numerous bills 
started moving through the 
legislative process this week, 
there was also much attention 
on what’s known as the “or¬ 
ganizational” work that takes 
place in the first week of odd- 


year sessions. Committee as¬ 
signments were made, rules 
of procedure were adopted 
and chamber leaders were se¬ 
lected. 

There was a mix of both 
change and continuity in 
leadership elections. The top 
leaders in both the Senate and 
House remain the same with 
this week’s re-election of 
Senate President Robert Sti¬ 
vers and House Speaker Greg 
Stumbo to their leadership 
posts. But there were changes 
in each chamber’s “pro tern” 
positions - the leadership spot 
with duties to preside when a 
chamber’s top leader is absent 
or unavailable. 

Sen. David Givens, R- 
Greensburg, was selected as 
Senate President Pro Tem¬ 
pore. Rep. Jody Richards, D- 
Bowling Green, — a former 
House Speaker - was chosen 
to serve as House Speaker Pro 
Tempore. 

Democratic and Republi¬ 
can caucuses also announced 
their leadership lineups in 
each chamber. 

In the Senate, leaders are: 
Majority Floor Leader Da¬ 
mon Thayer of Georgetown; 
Minority Floor Leader Ray 
Jones of Pikeville; Majority 
Caucus Chair Dan Seum of 
Louisville; Minority Caucus 
Chair Gerald Neal; Majority 
Whip Jimmy Higdon and Mi¬ 
nority Whip Julian Carroll. 

The House lineup in¬ 
cludes: Majority Floor Lead¬ 
er Rocky Adkins of Sandy 
Hook, Minority Floor Leader 
Jeffrey Hoover of Jamestown; 
Majority Caucus Chair San- 
nie Overly of Paris; Minor¬ 
ity Caucus Chair Stan Lee 
of Lexington; Majority Whip 
Johnny Bell of Glasgow; and 
Minority Whip Jim DeCesare 
of Bowling Green. 

The first week of the ses¬ 
sion also brought House and 
Senate members together for 
a joint session in which they 
heard Gov. Steve Beshear’s 
final State of the Common¬ 
wealth address - a one-hour 
speech with a signature line 
declaring: “Kentucky is back, 
and we’re back with a ven¬ 
geance.” 

The governor outlined 
his goals for the legislative 
session in his speech, just as 
numerous lawmakers have in 


talks throughout the state and 
in meetings and interviews 
since they returned to Frank¬ 
fort this week. One issue all 
seem to be talking about is the 
toll heroin is taking on Ken¬ 
tuckians. Members of both 
the House and Senate have 
looked at approaches in deal¬ 
ing with this issue, with one 
approach already put into the 
form of legislation approved 
in a legislative chamber dur¬ 
ing the first week of the ses¬ 
sion. 

SB 5, approved by the 
Senate, calls for stronger pun¬ 
ishments for heroin dealers 
as well as better support for 
treatment programs. The bill 
also provides for administra¬ 
tion of naloxone, a medication 
used to counter the effects of 
an overdose, by first respond¬ 
ers and provides immunity 
for those individuals and their 
employers when the drug is 
administered. The legislation 
now goes to the House for 
consideration. 

Now that lawmakers 
have closed out the first week 
of the session, they are sched¬ 
uled to return to the Capitol 
on Feb. 3. That makes this an 
important time for citizens to 
stay in touch with lawmak¬ 
ers and share their views on 
the issues lawmakers will be 
voting on during the remain¬ 
der of the session. There are 
several easy ways citizens can 
stay in touch with the General 
Assembly. 

The Kentucky Legislature 
Home Page, www.lrc.ky.gov, 
provides information on 
each of the Commonwealth’s 
senators and representatives, 
including phone numbers, 
addressees, and committee as¬ 
signments. The site also pro¬ 
vides bill texts, a bill-tracking 
service, and committee meet¬ 
ing schedules. 

To leave a message for 
any legislator, call the Gener¬ 
al Assembly’s Message Line 
at 1-800-372-7181. People 
with hearing difficulties may 
leave messages for lawmak¬ 
ers by calling the TTY Mes¬

KY to help Wisconsin 
boost its elk herd 

Kentucky will help Wis¬ 
consin boost its elk herd by 
providing 150 elk cows, 
calves and yearling male elk 
over the next 3-5 years. 

“Kentucky’s own free- 
ranging elk herd began with 
the release of seven elk from 
Kansas in 1997,” said Com¬ 
missioner Gregory K. John¬ 
son of the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “We eventually 
released more than 1,500 elk 
from six states to create a 
herd of approximately 10,000 
elk in Kentucky today. 

“It is fitting that we pay 
this debt forward by part¬ 
nering with the Wisconsin 
Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources to help them build 
their own herd.” 

Wisconsin officials an¬ 
nounced the finalized agree¬ 
ment between the two states 
today and said they were 
looking forward to re-estab¬ 
lishing their elk population. 

Wisconsin will pay the 
cost of the translocation pro¬ 
gram. Wisconsin will also 
assist Kentucky financially 
in the development of for¬ 
est habitat projects in east¬ 
ern Kentucky that will ben¬ 
efit wildlife, with a special 
emphasis placed on ruffed 


grouse. 

“This will enhance our 
current forest management 
efforts in eastern Kentucky, 
which is critical for improv¬ 
ing ruffed grouse popula¬ 
tions,” explained Chris 
Garland, acting Wildlife Di¬ 
rector for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. 

“Cooperation is how 
wildlife agencies do busi¬ 
ness,” added Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife Elk and Deer 
Program Coordinator Gabe 
Jenkins. “Agencies help each 
other for the benefit of all.” 

The Rocky Mountain 
Elk Foundation, which was 
instrumental in the establish¬ 
ment of Kentucky’s elk herd, 
will supply additional sup¬ 
port. 

Elk trappers in the com¬ 
ing weeks will focus on ar¬ 
eas with the highest number 
of complaints about nuisance 
elk. Only cows, calves and 
yearling male elk will be re¬ 
located. 

Elk will be held in quar¬ 
antine in Kentucky for dis¬ 
ease testing before being 
transported to Wisconsin for 
the calving season. Wiscon¬ 
sin Department of Natural 
Resources employees will 
assist with the trapping, dis¬ 
ease testing and elk caretak¬ 
ing while the animals remain 
in Kentucky.

Kentucky marches on, and 
Western Kentucky surges 

Think pin splatter sounds 
at a bowling alley. Add to the 
clatter, a not-perfect-but-close 
lay-down delivery in the fifth 
frame. Quiet, firm, no bump at 
the let-go point, ball hurdling 
toward front pin pocket. 

Freeze it! 

Transfer the bowling alley 
noise to college hoops. Duke, 
Arizona, Wisconsin and Lou¬ 
isville splattered last weekend. 
One that didn’t go flying got 
the most scrutiny because it was 
not, well, great in two games. 

Kentucky needed three 
overtimes to stay perfect in 15 
games. Here came the preachers 
to exhale a grasp of the obvious, 
Kentucky is not a great team. 

This time Dana O’Neil 
at ESPN offered a mixed bag 
of conclusions. Some spot on, 
some baloney. 

V “Kentucky played hard 
and tough and energized against 
Kansas and North Carolina and 
Louisville and disinterested 
and mopey and without energy 
against Buffalo, Ole Miss and 
now A&M,” said she. 

Disinterested and mopey is 
spot on. Add to the disinterested 
list, Columbia, December 10. 
Then add reality: Kids deciding 
a suit style to wear to the NBA 
draft in June, understandably 
find it hard to get excited about 
Grand Canyon and Montana 
State. 

V “Calipari looked like a 
madman on the sidelines, ca¬ 
joling and cursing and gesticu¬ 
lating,” O’Neil said, “all in an 
effort to find a spark, but in the 
end, the coach can only light 
it. The players have to keep it 
alive,” 

Noticed that, did you? 

Then came the premature 
and presumptuous grab at the 
greatness theme. 

“ ...they aren’t there yet,” 
O’Neil proclaimed, “and they 
won’t arrive there if they don’t 
get over themselves.”

40-0. 

Conclusion to all this? It’s 
mid-January, like collectives 
at Kentucky for decades, these 
Wildcats will grow into a team, 
greatness or not. 

Meanwhile, until Dana 
O’Neil tells her readers who ev¬ 
eryone is, she needs to get over 
herself. 

WOBBLY WILDCATS 

Kentucky is the best bas¬ 
ketball collective in America. 
A talented bunch that played 
poorly for a week. Too many in 
the media herd ignore that Janu¬ 
ary and February is the kinder¬ 
garten in which the former can 
transform into the latter. 

The obsession with “can 
Kentucky go undefeated?” is 
giving way to reality questions. 
Here are a few this week. 

V Can Aaron Harrison be a 
leader? Make a lay-up at crunch 
time?

V Will someone on the 
multi-million dollar coaching

The rewards 
of pump fake. 

V Against Texas A&M 
Kentucky took 64 shots, Devin 
Booker had 11. Will somebody 
run a play for team’s best shoot¬ 
er? 

V Will SEC teams adopt the 
Texas A&M blueprint - make 
Kentucky play half-court - Ra- 
jon Rondo-Ball (a.k.a. Tubby 
Ball)? Dribble ... dribble ... pass 
... dribble the clock down to :01 
while John Calipari waves fran¬ 
tically for his players to move. 

WKU SURGING 

To say Western Kentucky 
is surging is half truth. In their 
inaugural season the Hilltop- 
pers are atop Conference USA 
alongside Louisiana Tech and 
UAB (3-0). ... have won nine 
of 11 games after a 2-3 start. ... 
building a resume' for post-sea¬ 
son dance. 

Ray Harper’s team is mak¬ 
ing itself into a “we gotta go 
see these guys play!” option for 
WKU fans who know this game 
(and coach it too). 

Two components too often 
ignored by analysts, 

V Personality. George Fant 
III, Chris Harrison-Docks and 
T.J. Price lead this cast. They 
listen, lead and play unselfishly. 

V Rotation. Harper’s use of 
rotating bench players and tim¬ 
ing borders on brilliance. 

Resume' ? Western fans will 
have a collective eye the rest of 
the way on St. Joseph’s (6-8), 
Ole Miss (10-5), Old Dominion 
(13-2) among others. 

WHITNEY CREECH 

Eastern Kentucky ... it’s 
raining in the mountains again. 
Basketball points. 

Whitney Creech at Jenkins 
High School is the rage. 

Not since Geri Grigsby at 
McDowell (Miss Basketball 
1977) scored 4,385 points, and 
Kim Mays at Knox Central 
(Miss Basketball 1990) scored 
3,952, and Carolyn Alexander 
3,563 at Hazard (mid-90s), has 
an eastern Kentuckian put up 
Creech’s numbers. 

I don’t like dispensing ac¬ 
colades to individuals in a team 
game, particularly when the 
team is under .500 (Jenkins 
was 5-10 at this writing), but, 
Creech’s statistics are rare even 
on the Extraordinary Scale. 
Points, rebounds, steals and 
blocked shots, here numbers are 
double the national average, ac¬ 
cording to MaxPrep. 

As a freshman she aver¬ 
aged 30.2 points in 25 game; 
34.3 points and 10.5 rebounds 
in 29 as a sophomore. Through 
15 games this season, she is 
producing at a King Kelly Cole¬ 
man-like clip - 39.5 points and 
10.9 rebounds. 

Historical perspective? To 
date, Creech has 2,342 points, 
well inside Kentucky girls’ Top 
50 all-time scorers. With a sea¬ 
son and a half to go, barring in¬ 
jury, she could equal or pass No. 
3 Mays on the all-time list. Out 
of reach: Jaime Walz, Ft. Thom¬ 
as Highlands, 4,948 points and 
Grigsby, 4,385. 

A 5-9 junior, Creech is a 
news flash on the Kentucky 
High School Basketball scene 
only for lack of being discov¬ 
ered by metro media. 

Reality hurdles ahead? 
Creech must maintain/establish 
academic levels and elevate her 
school team’s success while 
improving her play to competi¬ 
tion level required at the college 
program she chooses. 

And so it goes.
